The amendment filed on November 17, 2008 amending all claims drawn to the elected invenlion (i.e. Ciroup II drawn to a 
method for spore surface display via noncovalent bonds) so that all claims are now drawn to a non-eleclcd invenlion (i.e. Ciroup 1 
drawn to a method for spore surface display via a fusion protein) is non-responsive (MPEP § 82 1 .03). The remaining claims are not 
readable on the elected invention because the amendment received on November 17, 2008 deleted the text of claim 58, method step c 
which required surface display via noncovalent bonds and added text in claim 58, method step a requiring a fusion protein (i.e. see 
nonelected claim 57).
